Attorney General Tyner has gone on 
for a number of years,' and after refer- 
ring to me as 'chief offender,1 you say 
thtit In my case 'the corruption took 
the form of favoring ."get .rich quick 
concerns," and similar schemes';' in 
other words, criminals, whom it; was 
my sworn duty to prosecute had pat<J' 
me for permission to fleece the .nubile 
unmolested..'

ion as chief magistrate of the nation 
as, to my guilt, you referred to the 
fact that there were three indictments, 
pending against me, arid you called 
upon a jury to do Its duty.

as this extraordinary official procla- 
mation of guilt by you. and the ordin- 
ary machinery of justice is probably 
powerless fully to rectify the Injustice 
done."

I will make use 
of it, on the contrary to attach them 
to me and'embroil then with the Eng- 
lish and laise up against the latter 
enemies who will some dav avenge us 
Napoleon finally earned the busi- 


ness thiongh and on 
April 30 ISflS,

A spirit of lawlessness is developing 


in the American people. In the last 
few >ears mobs of strikeis have de- 
stroyed thousands of dollars1 worth of 
piopcrty and mobs of lynchers have 
put o\er two thousand 
pel sons to 
death 
Examples of this lawlessness 


aie all about us, and even in our own 
state of I'lir.ois two peisons have been 
bndied In the last ",o'at. 
The delay o£ lhe> lAw promotes law- 


lessness In other oountiics justice is 
dealt out before an Ameiir,m court 
would even begin hearing the evidence 
in the case. Then there are many op- 
portunities lor delay after the case is 
begun We h we habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings, wilts of en or, <-h'^p^ of 
venue, appeals, and new trialb which 
take up months and even years. Mean- 
while mteiest in the case has died out 
and the punishment of the criminal 
has but little effect on the people. 
In many <a«-s jurors lendei verdicts 
acainst all evidence, and this makes 
the people believe that oui courts are 
incompetent. Sti ikes also tend io pro- 
i.iote lawlessness, for we have but few 
stnkes In which there is no vio.ence. 
In most cabes strikers are encouraged 
to break the law by having the sym- 
pathy of the people. 


About St"iVes. 


Although the people may sympalh- 


is-e with stiikeis. violence in strike* 
Is unlaw ful. Do sti Ikers not know that 
It is unlawful to seize other peoples 
prop"itv and to prevent other men 
tinm se'llng their labor on terms satis- 
factory to themselves?

Lynch Law.

The principle of lynch law is to 


check crime by the -commission of 
crime Lynchers follow their own will 
instead of abiding by the laws of gov- 
eimnent Has any person who is un- 
der organized government any right to 
oveistep Its laws 
for any puipose 


whatsoever' These 
lawless punish- 


ments are a result of sudden anger and 
the lack of patience for the law to 
take its course. The court considers 
evidence calm'y; the mob works with 
great haste and in the heat of pussion. 
Too often the mob kills the wrong 
man. When we 
consider that such 
causes as bad reputation* unpopular- 
ity, mistaken identity and violating a 
contrast aie given as 
excuses for 


lynching, we must say that lynching 
is mere contempt for law. We cannot 
justify it in any way for we must 
recognize the right of the law to try 
the criminal. Does not the constitution 
say the criminal shall have a fair 
tiial by an impartial jury? The mob 
violates both the criminal's right to a 
trial and the tight of the law to try 
him. If there were no doubt as to his 
guilt, the cilminal should be tried "ir 
legal form, for the sake of law and 
Older. Is not the law forsaken by its 
officers when they do not 
interfere 


and protect their prisoner? Often afte 
the lynching is over officers made no 
attempt to punish the leaders of the 
rnob or persons in it. Are not the offi- 
cers of the law responsible for its 
execution? They should feel this re 


pusoner. Is it not better to enforce 
the law at the expense of life than 
to yield to lawlessness and to allow 
one man to be panlshed unjustly? The 
people can gain nothing by indorsing 
the woik of a mob; so let them aid 
in stopping this savage way of dealing 
with ciimmal.s; and let them recognize 
that a fiithful upholding of the law 
U the surest saleguaid against crime 
and the most ,.oweiful agency in the 
support of goveinment and the main- 
tenance of peaceful anj orderly com- 
munities. Then eveiy tffie will see that 
our courts alone have the right to tiy 
the cnminal and that bjs trial by any 
other body is usurpation and minoiily 
rule, im-American, undemocratic and 
unendurable.

first well will be boied on the C. D. 
Jones land just a mile, west of Bourbon. 
The company has leased 3000 acres of 
land for a term of five years.

The land is leased at 25 cents 
an acre. 


Cliff Jones, of Bourbon, was In town

Sustained in Court, 


There has been some speculation on 


the score of Ihe i lly's authority to 
rompel the Standard Oil To. to move 
from its present loc otion 
on 
Cerro 


Gordo street. 
This speculation has 


been aroused by lh<- fact that a peti- 
tion addressed to the board 
of flu- 


commissioners Is being circulated, ask- 
ing that the Oil Company be compell- 
ed to remove beyond the lin Its be- 
cause Its presence Is a menace to the 
property of the petitioners. 
The courts have ruled that munici- 


palities have the authority not only 
to exclude establishments from the 
city but may compel them to move af- 
ter their plant has been established for 
years. 


SJome years ago the city of Alton aml- 


the < ity of Springfield compelled tne 
Standard oil company to move their 
local plant beyond tlie city limits. Then 
the city,of Danville took up an cffoit 
of that kind. An ordinance was pass- 
ed prohibiting the storing of oil in 
certain quantities. The Oil 
company 


lefused to move and a suit was Insti- 
tuted. In the juslii e- court a fine was 
imposed. 
The ca»' was appealed to 


the circuit cnuit, then to the dppellnte 
court and finally to the state supreme 
court. All the way tlnough the city was 
sustained. 
/ 
The supreme court said that 
the 


storing of large 'luantlties of such 
dangeiously inflammable oil was 
In 


the same line as dynamite and that 
the city council could create piuvlH- 
ions under which the business might 
be transacted and could enforce the 
provisions of Its 01 dlnanees. After all 
that the Standard Oil Company paid a 
fine ot J25 with costs which amounted 
to several hundred dollars. 


Theie the matter lested for sever- 


al yeais. 
The penalty for failure to 


remove the plant m the ordinance pro- 
vided was a fine of $50 per day. That 
sort of a fine would amount to a big 
sum of money In the course of a few 
years, especially when each day's fail- 
ure was a separate offense. 


Apparently the ordinance had been 


forgotten but one clay the city of Dan- 
ville began null to i oiled fines amounl- 
ing to $100,000—that sum being the 
aggregate for all- of the days that the 
ordinance had been disregarded. 


The Oil companj was up against the 


real thing In that suit and recognized 
the fact. The city of Danville was mak- 
ing preparation to become the best 
fixed city financially there was in the 
state ot Illinois.

the municipality was ever induced to 
let up in its effort to collect that mo- 
ney.

saving crows. This was shown in the 
wreck of the bnrkenllnc Abell Abbott, 
which stranded and went to pieces 
on the coust of New Jersey during 
the storm of Jan. 20, 1901). The bark- 
entlnp carried nine men, including the 
(uptaln. The life saving crew was quick 
to respond to the signals ot distress 
and filed three linos over the doomed 
vessel The daikness was intense, arid 
foi some reason the shlpwiei-ked 
failed to pull any of the lines abroad. 
The gale was so fierce nnd the seas 
dashed on to the beach with such 
force that it was uttei ly impossible 
to lanch tho llfo boat. The life savers, 
stood hy, however, burning fires on 
the bom h to cm outage the nine men 
clinging to the wreckage. At 6 o'clock 
in the moi nlng" the ship went to pieces 
and three of thp men were diowrid 
Daylight revealed five men clinging 
to the top of the cabin. 


Wreckage filled the surf which clash- 


ed tho broken planks nnd timbers in 
every direction, and there was hardly

without destruction Suddenly an op- 
portunity appeared, and the surfboat 
shot out.

Swam in Raging Waters. 


Instances of 
individual 
heiolsm 


among Uncle Sam's 
life savers are 


countless. Here is one instance that has 
few paiallels in the history of the ser 
vice. On Sept. 6, 1901,' several mei 
weie fishing off the rocks at Poin 
Lohos, C'nl., when one of them, Johi 
Sater, fell twenty feet into the surC 
ivhere he was dashed about at the foo 
of the cliff, while his companions weie 
unable to rescue him. Weakened by his 
desperate struggles and 
maimed and 


bruised by being lepeatedly dashed 
against the rocks by the pounding surf 
Suter finally was swept Into a cavern 
in the side of the cliff, about eight 
t'cot wide and tun feet high at the 
entrance, glowing narrower ^and more 
dangerous all the way.

Frank Oasklll, the xvell known car- 


nival man, announcement of whose 
death xvas made a few days ago, has a 
remarkable career. 
This man, xvho, 


when he died, was preparing to launch 
a 1250,000' amusement stock company, 
started in life as a 
railroad 
section 


foreman. 
Mr. Gaskiil was born in Alliance, O., 


forty-five years ago. 
When he, xvas 


15 years of age his father died and the 
support of a large family, of brothers 
and sisters devolved upon young Gas- 
kill. 
At the time of the death of the 


parent Gaskill, he was employed In 
grading a section of a railroad run- 
ning out of Alliance. The son took up 
the work xvhere the father left off and 
pushed it to a successful completion. 
Before he reached the age of 21 he 
engaged In the grocery business. 
The 


establishment was small enough at first 
but in a fexv years, the tuture shoxv- 
man xvas the leading merchant of his 
natli-e town. 
At one time he con- 


trolled the leading grocery business, a 
bakery, an ice cream factory, an ice 
plant and a fish market and it is said 
of him that In every line of business he 
alxvays managed to keep a lltlle ahead 
of his competitors. 
Finally he added 


an opern house to his list of enter- 
prises and managed several big at- 
tractions through a 
circuit of Ohio 


towns. 
In 189S he became the propri- 


etor of a big hoi el in Canton, O. 
It 


was while in Canton that he conceived 
the idea of p. circuit of street fairs. He 
organized the Canton Carnival com- 
pany and for txvo seasons worked In 
a circuit of twenty (Hies xvhile wise 
men scoffed, jeered and predicted fail- 
ure-hut an innovation in the amuse- 
ment world had 
been 
launched nnd 


xvlthin u short time there xvere many 
im ta?lon.. 
In 1902 Mr. GasMIi form- 


ed a partnership with 
P. J.'Mundy. 


Soon he controlled txvo shows, the Gus- 
klll-Mundy Carnival company, and the 
o'lSkTll-Mundy-Levitt Carnival 
com- 


pany. In 1903 the former bioke all pre- 
vious records for a concern of its kind.
